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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  school  report  for  1923-1924  is  respectfully 
submitted.  In  many  respects  the  year  was  progressive 
and  encouraging.  In  certain  ways  improvement  is 
needed. 

Schools  are  made  up  of  teachers  and  children,  phy- 
sical surroundings  and  equipment,  home  and  neighbor- 
hood influences.  Our  common  measures  of  the  efficiencv 
of  a  school  system  are  the  attendance  and  interest  of 
children,  the  quality  and  results  of  teaching,  the  improve- 
ment of  surroundings  and  equipment,  and  the  neighbor- 
hood reactions  to  the  school  and  its  work. 

ATTENDANCE 

Records  show  that  our  daily  attendance  in  all 
schools  was  132.98,  our  daily  absence  11.39  and  our  per- 
cent of  attendance  was  92.  This  is  fair,  and  would  have 
been  very  gratifying  but  for  an  epidemic  of  children's 
diseases  which  was  particularly  disastrous  in  the  lower 
grades  in  the  village,  where  only  about  half  the  childrc 
in  the  primary  and  intermediate  schools  were  able  to  at- 
tend during  the  month  of  March. 

INSTRUCTION 

This  year  was  marked  by  good  instruction.  Both 
High  School  and  Grades  had  well  trained  teachers.  The 
fact  that  our  teachers  who  went  to  other  schools  in  the 
fall  at  a  substantial  increase  in  wages,  is  probably  the 
best  comment  that  can  be  made  as  to  their  worth.  The 
only  pupil  to  go  from  our  one-room  schools  to  High 
School  went  from  Gilmanton  Hill  and  he  is  maintaining 
a  fine  degree  of  scholarship  in  Littleton  High  School. 
Bethlehem  High  School,  in  a  series  of  state-wide  tests 
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in  fundamentals  was  almost  always  above  the  state  aver- 
age and  ranked  commendably  with  some  of  our  larger 
and  better  equipped  schools. 

At  present  this  school  is  ably  represented  at  the 
State  University  by  Edward  Dexter  and  at  Plymouth 
Normal  by  Lucetta  Clark.  Both  these  pupils  are  doing 
a  good  grade  of  work  and  are  a  credit  to  our  school.  A 
class  of  seven  graduated  from  the  High  School,  with  im- 
pressive exercises,  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

RURAL  SCHOOLS 

Results  were  most  gratifying  at  the  Gilmanton 
and  Hollow  schools.  Attendance  at  Gilmanton  was 
97.5  for  the  year.  At  the  Hollow  it  was  96.5.  Pierce- 
bridge,  in  spite  of  numerous  interruptions  and  changes, 
maintained  an  attendance  of  96.8  and  West  Hill,  with 
children  from  one  house  largely  responsible,  had  a  per- 
centage of  attendance  of  84.5. 

Nor  are  the  mere  facts  of  attendance  the  only 
tilings  of  interest.  School  programs  were  presented 
from  time  to  time  to  a  large  attendance  of  parents  and 
neighbors.  One  school  showed  that  54  people  had  vis- 
ited that  school  during  the  school  year.  It  is  signifi- 
cant that  the  teacher  of  this  school  wrote  on  the  cover 
of  the  Register  for  a  motto  "The  spirit  of  the  teacher  is 
the  spirit  of  the  school."  Practically  all  the  children 
had  a  share  in  the  distribution  and  buying  of  Christmas 
seals,  the  great  agency  which  is  fighting  tuberculosis. 
Dawning  responsibilities  of  future  citizenship  were  thus 
taught  in  a  practical  way.  In  one  school  money  was 
earned  and  dishes  bought  to  furnish  equipment,  for  the 
serving  of  a  hot  lunch  during  the  winter  months. 

HEALTH 

The  provision  of  the  town  for  part  time  service  of 
a  community  nurse  was  most  beneficial  to  the  schools. 
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The  active  work  of  the  nurse  is  largely  in  the  present 
school  year  and  not  a  part  of  this  report.  However,  a 
good  beginning  was  made  in  the  spring  when  a  careful 
examination  of  all  children  was  made  by  Dr.  Page  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Borg. 

Wherever  defects  were  found  parents  were  noti- 
fied and  the  nurse  followed  up  the  notice  with  home  visits 
and  assistance.  The  major  part  of  the  nurse's  work 
has  been  in  visiting  schools  and  homes  in  the  present 
year,  and  has  greatly  aided  in  attendance,  in  giving  nec- 
essary treatments,  in  the  personal  health  of  the  child  and 
wholesomeness  of  the  school. 

PHYSICAL  SURROUNDINGS 

Our  school  property  is  in  excellent  condition.  Our 
one-room  buildings  are  unusually  attractive  and  com- 
fortable. Since  the  year  of  this  report  closed,  the  Gil- 
manton  Hill  building  was  thoroughly  remodelled  and  it 
now  compares  with  the  best.  Our  one-room  buildings 
reflect  much  credit  upon  Chairman  Whyte  for  his  faith- 
ful and  progressive  attention.  Any  town  might  deserved- 
ly be  proud  of  them. 

MISCELLANEOUS  DATA 

Average  number  of  half-days  lost  on  account  of 
Holidays  in  the  entire  state,  15.6,  in  high  schools.  Aver- 
age number  half-days  lost  in  Bethlehem  High  School,  10. 
In  other  words,  our  High  School  worked  2]/2  days  more 
than  the  average  in  the  state.  A  recent  report  from 
Deputy  Commissioner  May  states,  "Examination  indi- 
cates that  the  percentage  of  attendance  and  average  num- 
ber of  tardinesses  per  pupil  in  Bethlehem  High  School 
were  better  than  the  average  for  the  state  on  these  items." 

Bethlehem  is  so  situated  that  it  is  easier  for  some 

pupils  to  attend  high  schools  in  adjoining  towns.  One 
pupil  has  attended  at  Whitefield  and  four  at   Littleton 
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for  the  entire  year.  Elementary  pupils  attend  both  at 
Apthorp  and  Twin  Mountain.  Transportation  and  tui- 
tion for  these  pupils,  plus  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  high 
school  and  transportation  for  all  secondary  pupils  in 
town  are  large  items.  The  per  capita  cost  of  a  high 
school  in  a  sparsely  settled  community  is  always  large. 
Children  living  on  remote  farms  and  off  the  main  line 
greatly  increase  school  expense.  We  are  meeting  our 
problem  with  every  effort  toward  strictest  economy. 
We  are  proud  to  feel  that  none  are  being  neglected  or 
curtailed  in  their  right  to  an  education. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  advise  the  securing  of  new  reference  mate- 
rial for  our  schools.  Practically  all  reference  material 
is  at  least  25  years  old.  Such  books  as  Compton's  Pic- 
tured Encyclopedia,  or  the  World  Book  and  such  maga- 
zines as  Literary  Digest  and  Popular  Mechanics,  and 
such  papers  as  the  Pathfinder  and  Current  Events  would 
greatly  quicken  and  stimulate  our  work. 

I  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  find  good  teachers 
who  are  willing  to  come  to  a  town  off  the  railroad,  where 
train  connections  are  difficult  and  expensive,  where  liv- 
ing conditions  are  also  expensive.  We  must  secure 
teachers  with  "the  spirit  that  makes  the  school,"  and  we 
must  secure  teachers  whose  tenure  of  service  will  be  not 
less  than  the  year  for  which  they  contract  to  serve. 

I  urgently  advise  the  carrying  on  of  the  program 
of  health  with  at  least  an  annual  inspection  by  a  reputable 
physician  and  vital  follow-up  work  of  the  nurse. 

I  hope  that  it  may  soon  be  advisable  to  have  an  ad- 
ditional teacher  in  the  village  school  that  the  unwieldy 
lower  grade  school  may  be  divided  and  given  an.  adequate 
amount  of  individual  instruction. 
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The  year  left  many  pleasant  recollections  of  per- 
sonal friendships  and  of  generous  friends  to  our  schools. 
I  am  deeply  indebted  to  the  School  Board  for  their  many 
kindnesses,  especially  for  the  time  and  aid  allowed  to  me 
that  I  might  attend  the  great  National  Superintendents' 
Meeting  in  Chicago.  For  all  these  evidences  of  co-opera- 
tion, without  which  school  work  is  impossible,  I  extend 
grateful  thanks.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


To  Mr.  Orin  M.  Holman,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  a  report  on  Bethlehem  High 
School. 

This  year  the  school  had  the  largest  enrollment 
that  it  has  enjoyed  for  many  years.  Thirty-one  pupils 
were  registered  in  the  High  School  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term.  Two  leaving  town,  the  number  has  been 
reduced  to  twenty-nine,  which,  however,  is  very  satisfac- 
tory. The  attendance  for  the  first  term  was  97.8%. 
which  is  better  than  the  average  percentage  throughout 
the  state,  although  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 
In  the  matter  of  attendance  the  co-operation  of  the  par- 
ents is  of  great  assistance,  as  the  school  must  attain  a 
high  per  cent  in  order  that  it  may  keep  its  standing  on 
the  list  of  approved  schools  of  New  Hampshire.  This 
is  very  essential,  not  only  for  the  reputation  of  the  school, 
but  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  wishing  to  attend  insti- 
tutions of  higher  learning. 

As  in  the  two  previous  years,  three  courses  are  be- 
ing offered,  namely :  College  Preparatory,  General  and 
Commercial.  The  Commercial  Course  is,  as  commonly 
found  in  other  schools,  the  most  popular.  This  offers 
Commercial  Arithmetic,  Bookkeeping,  Commercial 
Geography,  Stenography  and  Typewriting,  fitting  the 
pupils  so  that  at  the  end  of  their  four  years'  course  they 
are  fully  capable  of  taking  up  the  work  in  offices  or  other 
places  of  business.  In  connection  with  this  course  it  is 
well  to  note  that  in  last  year's  Senior  Class  in  Stenog- 
raphy an  examination  found  the  members  much  above  the 
general  average  required  by  the  state  in  speed  of  taking 
and  transcribing  dictation. 
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In  the  College  Preparatory  Course  only  five  pupils 
are  enrolled,  and  yet  this  course  offers  essential  studies 
for  those  who  are  contemplating  work  in  college  after 
graduation  from  High  School.  An  interesting  innova- 
tion in  the  Latin  classes  this  year  was  the  preparation 
and  solving  of  cross  word  puzzles,  which  have  so  occu- 
pied the  minds  of  everybody.  The  use  of  these  puzzles 
in  language  classes  is  especially  good  as  a  means  of  im- 
proving vocabularies. 

In  the  spring  term  last  year  short  arithmetic  tests 
in  the  four  fundamentals,  addition,  subtraction,  multipli- 
cation and  division,  were  given  to  all  members  of  Sopho- 
more classes  throughout  New  Hampshire  High  Schools. 
Although  Bethlehem  had  only  six  members  in  this  class 
their  marks  were  well  above  the  average,  and  their  per- 
centage for  addition  was  the  best  in  the  state. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1924  gave  "The  Time  of  His 
Life"  as  their  play,  which  was  very  successful  from  every 
standpoint,  the  sum  of  money  realized  being  more  than 
in  any  previous  year.  The  Seniors  kindly  gave  part  of 
this  to  the  Athletic  Association.  This  money,  in  addi- 
tion to  that  received  from  food  sales  and  a  social  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs. 
enabled  the  Association  to  pay  all  their  current  debts,  as 
well  as  debts  contracted  the  previous  year,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  fourteen  dollars  in  the  treasury.  This  year  their 
treasury  was  benefited  by  the  results  of  an  operetta  and 
a  food  and  candy  sale  given  in  the  Town  Building  before 
the  Christmas  vacation,  at  which  many  of  the  ladies  of 
Bethlehem  offered  their  services,  as  well  as  many  dona- 
tions. 

In  connection  with  the  Athletic  Association,  I  wish 
to  say  that  the  students  deserve  a  great  deal  of  help  and 
encouragement  along-  this  line,  not  only  in  a  financial  way, 
but  also  moral  support.       It  is  much  more  difficult  to 
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have  good  athletic  teams  where  the  townspeople  do  not 
support  them  in  every  way,  as  the  players  need  every  bit 
of  encouragement  possible. 

Last  year,  as  in  previous  years,  the  school  pub- 
lished "The  Bethlehem  Star."  This,  being  ably  sup- 
ported by  the  merchants  and  many  other  townspeople, 
was  very  successful.  The  publication  of  this  paper  can- 
not but  help  to  make  the  school  more  closely  connected 
with  graduates  of  former  years  and  establish  a  more  in- 
timate relation  with  other  residents  of  Bethlehem. 

This  year  1  am  pleased  to  say  that  Bethlehem 
High  School  has  two  graduates  in  institutions  of  higher 
learning,  Edward  Dexter,  of  the  Class  of  1923,  who  is  at- 
tending the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  and  Lucetta 
Clark,  1924,  who  is  attending  Plymouth  Normal  School. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year  will  see  a  still  larger  per- 
centage of  our  graduates  continuing  their  studies,  as  sev- 
eral members  of  the  present  Senior  Class  have  already 
signified  their  intention  of  so  doing. 

Necessarily  this  report  does  not  go  into  detail  of 
all  the  experiences  of  the  previous  year,  either  from  an 
educational  standpoint  or  the  social  side  of  the  school, 
but  I  trust  it  will  bring  some  of  the  more  important  facts 
before  you. 

In  closing,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  co-operation 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  parents  is  a  great  help 
in  the  administration,  improving  the  morale  of  the  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  making  them  take  more  pride  in  their 
school  and  in  their  school  work.
